PROGBBM VRbT BAVB MADE. 



Maximo M. Kalaw, Secretary of 
the Philippine Mission to the United 
States, 'has prepared "A Guide Book 
on the Philippine Question" which 
hto reeently been sent to the Amer- 
ican press. The purpose of the 
pamphlet, we talie U, is to prepare 
the American people for an apprecia- 
tion of tho claims of the Filipinos 
for Inilf^pendence, and It makes a 
Bttoiii; . aso for the inhabitants of 
the islands annexed to our pos- 
Resslons as a resolt of the Span- 
I»h-Anierlcan war. 

What Interests us most in the 
pamphlet are the references to tlie 
Filipino character and ■ progress 
made under die Influence of the 
CathoUe missionaries. Kaloir t«Ila 
us, e. g., that, under Bpaalah mle, 
"as early as 1866, out of (T) a 
population of 4,000,000 there ^»ere 
841 schools for boys and 8SS for 
girls. In 1892, eight years befora the 
cominK of the Americans, there were 
2,137 sfhoola. There were also dur- 
ing the Spanish regime coUeRes and 
universities where professlona'. train- 
ing was given," he lists these in- 
stitutions, giving the year of the 
founding of the UniTersity of Santo 
Tomas, Manila, 1611, making the 
University "twenty-<lve years older 
than Ourard." Kalaw quotes from 
the French etplorer La ParoTue 
(who Tlslted .BanUa 17«7): the 
BagUshman Orawfurd, "histerlafl of 
the mdtan Archipelago;" the 
German naturalist Jagor; the 
Austria Blumentritt, and the Amer- 
ican Le Roy. to illustrate tiie 
progress made hy the Filipinos un- 
der tho Kpanisli roRlrne. To tho 
testimony of these men he adds a 
collection of comment by Americans 
on tho Philippine republic of 1898. 

A particularly interesting para- 
graph Is devoted to Mr. Taft's opin- 
ion, expressed in a serial report 
to the President of tlie United States 
In IPOS, on "Filipino character and 
Integrity," who said In part: "The 
friars left the people a Christian 
people — that is a people with (west- 
ern Ideals. They looked toward 
Rome, and Europe and America . . . 
It Is the only Malay or oriental race 
that is Christian. Thoy w 
like the Molianinir.l.in 
who despise \\e~t
